WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
federal government is about to 
give the lagging housing Indus­ 
try a multibilllon-dollar shot In 
the arm.

The size of the Injection is 
impressive -$4.76 billion- but 
even its backers say it's only a 
stopgap and a rescue operation, 
sot a cure for Hie basic prob­ 
lem. 
"ft will alleviate a very, very 
serious situation in the home- 
building Industry but it's not the 
complete answer,” one govern­ 
ment source said. 
He referred to legislation to 
channel the $4.76 billion Into the 
industry through the Federal 
National Mortgage Association. 
The association, known as Fan­ 
nie Mae, buys mortgages from 
private lenders who, in turn, use 
the funds supplied by the agen­ 
cy for new home loans. 
T h e 
House 
completed 
congressional action on the leg­ 
islation last Friday and Presi­ 
dent Johnson is expected to sign 
it promptly. 
Mortgage bankers cautioned 
against exaggerating Its effects. 
One economist estimated it 
would boost private housing 
starts by about 100,000 units, 
ter less than the drop so ter 
this year. 
The $4.76-b!lllon injection rep­ 
resents only a small part ofthe 
total mortgage market. Mort­ 
gage debt last year Increased 
about $31 billion, including 
about $16 billion on one-to-four 
family houses. 
Fannie Mae will have to bor­ 
row $3.76 billion of the total in

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
touchy issue of spirallng inter­ 
est rates has triggered a top- 
level disagreement in the Dem­ 
ocratic party, with President 
Johnson challenging 
former 
President Harry S. Truman's 
warning that the high rates 
could bring on a depression. 
Johnson said he shares Tru­ 
man’s 
concern 
about the 
mounting rates. 
"However,” he added, "I can­ 
not agree with President Tru­ 
man that our economy is In dan­ 
ger of recession or depres­ 
sion.” 
The President contended the 
tight money supply mainly re­ 
flects "the extreme buoyance of 
our economy and the resulting 
very sharp rise In the demand 
for credit.” 
In a statement issued from his 
Texas ranch, the President said 
Monday: "These are symptoms 
of strength, not weakness.” 
But, the President said, "we 
need to find better ways to re­ 
strain inflationary pressures 
than by resorting merely to the 
high interest rates we have been 
witnessing.” 
This comment prompted some 
members Of Congress to say 
privately that the President 
may be beginning to think of 
new legislative proposals 
to 
deal with the situation. 
The 
President’s statement 
came less than 24 hours after 
Truman, In a rare public state­ 
ment issued from his Independ­ 
ence, Mo., home, hit at the high 
rates. 
"If we persist in high interest 
rates,” Truman said, "the re­ 
sult could be a serious depres­ 
sion.” 
He said higher rates are an 
added burden on all govern­ 
ments —federal, state and local 
— and that "added interest 
costs end up as a further tax on t 
the consumer.” 
He said a drastic rise in inter­ 
est rates "only benefits the 
privileged few. There is yet 
time to remedy the situation.” 
House Speaker John W. Mc­ 
Cormack sided with Truman. 
Asked at a news conference 
about Truman's statement, the 
speaker said "I agree with 
him.” 
Democratic Sen. Stephen M. 
Young of Ohio said the country 
should heed Truman's warning. 
Democratic Rep. Wright Bat* 
man of Texas, chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, took 
the House floor to praise Tru­ 
man’s statement. 
In the wake of the flurry of 
statements, the House Rules 
Committee considers today a 
bill that could bring the Interest 
rate issue before the House. 
The measure would only seta 
4V2 per cent limit on the interest 
banks pay on certain deposits. 
But 
its political impact is 
heightened by the Johnson-Tru- 
man exchange. 
As approved by the House 
Banking Committee, 
the bill, 
would apply to certificates of 
deposit and other deposits, up to 
$100,000, left with 
commer­ 
cial banks for a definite time. 
ft is intended to reduce com­ 
petition between hanks and sav­ 
ings and loan associations for 
the kind of savings that usually 
have gone to finance home con­ 
struction.

NEW YORK (AP) — With 
school opening only days away 
in most parts of the United 
States, administrators 
were 
still desperately seeking to hire 
thousands of teachers today. 
A nationwide shortage of 
qualified instructors was dis­ 
closed by an Associated Press 
survey. The shortage was the 
worst in history In some states, 
including Wisconsin, Missouri, 
North Carolina, Illinois and New 
York. 
Among other states with dis­ 
turbing numbers of vacancies 
were 
Michigan, California, 
Pennsylvania, Georgia, Mon­ 
tana, Kentucky, Maine, Rhode 
Island, Maryland, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma. 
"I Just don't know how some 
districts are going to open 
school,” said Miss May Regan, 
teacher placement officer for 
the Vermont Education Depart­ 
ment.

GOVERNMENT PROVIDING TWO 
IN 7 NEW JOBS 
Two in every seven new jobs opening up in 
Missouri during the past year are government 
jobs, Tax Foundation, Inc. said today in a look 
at the Federal government's latest employment 
statistics. 
Employment (non-farm) in Missouri increased 
by 61,200 to a 1,519,600 total between May 
1965 
and May 1966, according to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Of this increase. Federal, 
State and local employment accounted for 17,- 
900 bringing total government employment in the 
State to nearly 240,000. 
Missouri had 61,300 Federal employees and 
162,600 state and local employees in 1965. 
that means about one out of six non-farm em­ 
ployees in Missouri is on a government pay­ 
roll, Tax Foundation said. 
Nationally, about one employee in six is now 
working for government. Total government em­ 
ployment in June was estimated at 10.8 mil­ 
lion, about one-sixth of total non-farm employ­ 
ment of 64 million, Tax Foundation said. 
The number of government employees has just 
about doubled since 1947, and has increased by 
more than 3 1/2 million or about 50 percent 
in just the last 10 years. The U. S. population 
has increased about 13 percent in the same 10 
years. Tax Foundation noted. 
The increase in state and local employment 
has been most spectacular, rising from slightly 
more than 5 million in 1956 to the currently 
estimated 8.2 million. Federal civilian employ­ 
ment has increased by some 360,000 in the 
same time span to a current total around 2.6 
million. That reflects an increase of 192,000 
in the past fiscal year, a year for which the 
President's original budget forecast an increase 
of only 27,000. His budget for the 1967 fiscal 
year anticipated an increase of 51,000, and the 
Civil Service Commission recently predicted a 
further increase of 100,000 in Federal employ - 
: ment by 1969. 
The Foundation noted that although the annual 
increases in Federal employment exceed the 
| populations of some cities, they are, as Federal 
! statisticians point out, comparatively modest 
| when expressed as percentages of the huge total. 
; The increase in Federal employment in the past 
i 10 years is about 16 percent, 
j While much of the growth in government em­ 
ployment is due to population increase and 
movement, Tax Foundation said growing state 
and local payrolls are not unrelated to the 
growth of Federal aid programs. This aid to 
state and local governments has quadrupled 
from $3.1 billion in 1955 to an estimated $14.6 
billion In fiscal 1967. The “aid” has not re­ 
duced state and local taxes which have more 
than doubled in the same period, the Founda- 
. tion said. State and local governments have 
had to “staff up" both to qualify for and ad­ 


minister aid in highway construction, education, 
urban renewal, housing, water pollution control 
and poverty to name some of the 170 Federal 
aid programs now in effect. 
The research organization estimated the total 
cost of public payrolls — Federal, state and 
local — is running at about $5.3 billion per 
month, or $27 for every man, woman and child 
in the USA. In 1956 the total government month­ 
ly payroll was $2.5 billion, or $15 per capita.

Being an armed forces reservist is a little 
like being an understudy in a hit play—appre­ 
ciation comes only when disaster strikes. The 
Marine Corps Reserve and the Naval Air Re­ 
serve have ample reason to know this. Both 
were created on Aug. 29, 1916, roughly the mid­ 
point of World War I, and both will be cele­ 
brating their golden anniversaries as another, 
smaller war rages in Southeast Asia. 
The two reserve forces numbered only a 
handful of men when the United States entered 
World War I on April 6, 1917. By the end of 
the conflict, however, some 7,000 marine re­ 
servists had gone on active duty, distinguishing 
themselves at Aisne, Soissons, St. Mihiel, 
Meuse - Argonne, Chateau Thierry and Bel- 
leau Wood. 
The Naval Air Reserve Training Command, 
established in 1946, kept thousands of World 
War II pilots in a state of combat readiness. 
The training paid off during the Korean War, 
when 30,000 reserve pilots answered the call 
to duty. In 1961, around 3,800 naval air re­ 
servists were in the group called up in re­ 
sponse to the Berlin cirsis.

companies to block even a sen­ 
ate hearing. Though the auto

However, Chairman Warren 
Magnuson, D-Wash., pushed ob­ 
jections aside and at first as­ 
signed the hearings to able Sen.

President 
Johnson 
has 
ordered an investigation

spiraling medical costs 
and 
the complaints that doctors, 
hospitals, and insurance com­ 
panies have taken advantage 
of the medicare program to pad 
their profits. 
Some elderly patients have 
complained that their doctor 
bills have gone up as high as 
300 per cent since medicare 
went into effect on July 1. 
Hospital 
charges also have 
spurted up as high as 10 to 
15 per cent. 
Rep. Joe Resnick, D*N. Y., 
has also repeated charges, first 
published in this column on 
August 17, that Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield in some states have 
siphoned off medicare benefits 
that rightfully should go to the 
old folks. He will call for a 
congressional investigation. 
Under medicare, the taxpay­ 
ers will pick up «0 per cent of 
the doctors* bills for patients 
aged 65 and over on bills above 
$50 a year and when the elder­ 
ly pay a $3 voluntary monthly 
premium. More than 17 mil­ 
lion have signed up, so this 
will amount to a large amount 
for the taxpayers. 
It should be noted that many 
young doctors and nurses are 
underpaid and one of the most 
important changes needed ia 
the medical profession is suf­ 
ficient compensation for them. 
On the otter hand, many of the 
older doctors who clamored 
loudest against medicare now 
are reported grabbing hardest 
for the benefits. 
Some of them, incidentally, 
are still seeking vengeance 
against congressmen who voted 
for medicare.

This is a trend that should give 
the deepest concern to all of us. 
Certainly it is true that only 
a relatively small minority of 
our young people is in any way

with 
dangerous drugs. But 
this 
minority includes a 
disturb­ 
ingly large number of college 
students, who ought to be the 
most 
aware of the enormous 
damage these drugs can do. 
In the past, the chief menace 
has 
been the habit-forming 
drugs which in time can kill. 
Now the fastest-growing threat 
comes from drugs such 
as 
LSD 
and marijuana 
which 
destroys the mind rather than 
the body, which in a sense is 
worse. 
It is far from a sufficient ex­ 
planation to say that young peo­ 
ple 
take to mind-destroying 
drugs simply in search of a 
thrilL Youth has always been 
daring and adventurous, but to 
take 
a mind-destroying drug 
is no daring adventure. It is a 
sick attempt to escape from the 
world and from oneself. 
Instead we must ask why young 
people feel driven to seek such 
an escape. Perhaps we will 
find that a vital part of 
the 
explanation lies in the kind of 
education they have been given. 
If they have been taught by 
super-sophisticated 
teachers 
and 
authors that right and 
wrong, 
truth and falsehood 
are outmoded ideas with no 
meaning for them, they will 
never be able to make sense out 
of the world and themselves, nor 
will 
they ever be able to 
build a productive life but may 
turn to the living death of drugs.

Strike • Happy, 
Leisurely 
British Unionists Anger Own 
Leaders, 
Slash Productivity, 
Almost Bankrupt 
their Na­ 
tion. 
London: - Here the big play 
is the pay pause- and 
the 
British don’t find the freeze 
refreshing. 
Most of the grumbling 
is 
amongst 
the workers - the 
craftsmen and the organized 
rank and file — but even their 
own union leaders and the elo­ 
quent, harassed Ministers of 
State with whom I've Just talked 
for many hours say this rank 
and file have no one but them­ 
selves to blame for this un­ 
precedented national freeze of 
incomes. 
They've almost bankrupted 
their nation because they've 
clung to work practices which 
came in with Queen Victoria. 
They've been strike • happy. 
They've insisted on overman­ 
ning their industries. They've 
decided to cut in on the leisure 
class. They've clung to work 
Jurisdictions which began un­ 
der gaslight. 
In other words, and Ameri­ 
ca should take note, they've 
hit their country with a na­ 
tional slowdown in productivi­ 
ty. 
Now it is costing them heavi­ 
ly. One of their follies has been 
the instant grievance. From 
this came the unofficial rolling 
strike. 
When I talked with Minister 
of Labor Ray Gunter, he called 
this phenomenon “the curse” 
of his country. 
R must be noted that 
Mr. 
Gunter is a labor leader. Just 
before 
being named to the 
Cabinet 
by Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson, he was head of 
the Transport Srtaried Staff 
Assn., a union of white collar 
railway workers. 
Rolling strikes, though they 
cost these valiant Isles scores 
of millions of dollars, need 
no issue. They break out for 
any reason or none at all. 
Sometimes the stewards want 
to show they are activists. 
Sometimes they merely want to 
flex their muscles 
and run 
through 
a 
strike rehearal. 
Sometimes 
they manufacture 
grievances. 
They defy ttelr national union 
chiefs. Sometimes they 
are 
more powerful than the British 
counterpart of George Meaayor 
Walter Reuther, I. w. Abel 
and Jimmy Hottt combined. 
This phenomenon appears main­ 
ly in the MUflaads. Shop ste­ 
wards organise groups of stra­ 
tegic workers - 50 of them, 
or sometimes mejreiy tO. Then 
they hit one department afte: 
another ia a big plant They 
collect funds. They bold kanga­ 
roo courts. They push those 


who won't go along. 
Or there are the incidents 
such as the refusal of a “panel- 
beater” in a Conventory auto 
shop to put up a partition. He 
refused, saying his Job is to 
make car sides. There was a 
stoppage. Recently 
two men 
were told to repaint a car door. 
They refused. They were dis­ 
ciplined. A long, costly strike 
ensued. 
Also, eight men tied up a big 
auto plant because one of their 
fellow workers was transferred 
to another department after he 
had broken a window. He lost 
no pay or seniority, but he just 
did 
not like being shifted. 
Neither did his friends. Their 
walkout threw 700 other men 
out of work and almost tied up 
two other Jkctories. 
And then there is demarca­ 
tion - 
strict jurisdictional 
lines. One carpenter handles 
wood up to four inches thick. 
He is in one union. The chap 
who handles a thicker one is ia 
another. Or there Is the fellow 
who puts in four bolts. Another 
unionist handles metal plates 
which require more. 
There is the case of a rive­ 
ter who refused to hammer a 
nail. And there is the union 
which refuses to permit its 
people to work overtime on 
Sunday, though it is desperate­ 
ly needed. The union wants to 
spread the work onto the week­ 
days. 
There 
are 
hundreds 
at 
examples of overmanning: in­ 
dustries where each Journey­ 
man must have a “mate,” a 
helper, though the Job requires 
only one man. 
Not each stoppage has been 
an unofficial rolling 
strike. 
One May 15, the National Union 
of Seamen, needled into action 
by militants, Trotskyites, some 
Communists and Just plain am­ 
bitious men, started a 45-day 
strike. Some 60,000 Seaixrers 
(and 40,000 Asian, West Afri­ 
can and West Indian seamen 
serving on United Kingdom ves­ 
sels who are not union mem­ 
bers) were affected. They man­ 
aged to paralyse some 1200 
ships. They struck for a pack­ 
age of 17 per cent. The owners 
had offered them 13 per cent- 
For four per cent they cost 
their nation over $100 million. 
The Labor party government 
was faced with bankruptcy if 
all these ancient labor rites con­ 
tinued. 
Productivity was frozen. 
80 the Labor government de­ 
cided to frees» most everything 
else. R hoped tfaet Its ows peo­ 
ple, the worldsg people, wonld 
come Is out of the old and use 
their energy to teat up an 
ancient land.

It 
was in August, 1941, that Capt. Homer A. Boushey took off in a plane fitted with Jet 
Assist Take Off units to determine if military aircraft could use rockets to get into the 
air faster from short runways. It was a first step leading to advanced JATO units and 
helping to pave the way for today's rocket flights that are rapidly putting the moon and 
planets within man's reach.

His solid rocket units put out 28 
pounds of thrust for 12 seconds.

South Viet Nam 
(AP): How do you mold 14,000 
men into the best division in the 
UJS. Army? 
Maj. Gen. William E. De Piiy 
and his deputies are using a 
mixture of ruthlessness, talent, 
and exact leadership. They have 
taken hold of the U£. Army's 
1st Infantry Division, the "Big 
Red One", and are shaking it 
out. 
De Puy is a man of such vital­ 
ity and purpose that his asso­ 
ciates believe he will either kill 
all the Viet Cong in his area 
north of Saigon, or they’ll kill 
him. 
It was a unit of his division 
that suffered heavy losses in a 
UJJ.

Although the agency can buy 
only FHA and VA mortgages, 
the money it provides to bank­ 
ers also can be used for conven­ 
tional home loans. 
One effect of the legislation 
will be to remove some of the 
restrictions Fannie Mae recent­ 
ly placed on its mortgage pur­ 
chases. To conserve its dwin­ 
dling funds, the agency fixed a 
$15,000 ceiling on the size mort­ 
gage it will purchase. It now 
plans to raise this, reportedly to 
$25,000 for a new home mort­ 
gage and to something under 
that for existing home mort­ 
gages. 
But the bill says nodiing about 
the basic problem — the m ov^ 
ment of funds away from the 
home mortgage market to more 
lucrative investments. 
And since it admittedly won’t 
cure the basic pr<^em , it prob­ 
ably won’t reduce Interest rates 
on home loans which now ap­ 
proach 7 per cent in some areas 
for conventional financing.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
touchy issue of spiraling inter­ 
est rates has triggered a top- 
level disagreement in the Dem­ 
ocratic party, with President 
Johnson 
challenging 
former 
President Harry S. Truman’s 
warning that the high rates 
could bring on a depression. 
Johnson said he shares Tru­ 
man’s 
concern 
about 
the 
mounting rates. 
“ However,” he added, “ I can­ 
not agree with President Tru­ 
man that our economy is in dan­ 
ger of recession or 
depres­ 
sion.” 
The President contended the 
tight money supply mainly re­ 
flects “the extreme buoyance of 
our economy and the resulting 
very sharp rise in the demand 
for credit.” 
In a statement issued from his 
Texas ranch, the President said 
Monday: “ These are symptoms 
of strength, not weakness.” 
But, the President said, “we 
need to find better ways to re­ 
strain inflationary pressures 
than by resorting merely to the 
high interest rates we have been 
witnessing.” 
This comment prompted some 
members of Congress to say 
privately that the President 
may be beginning to think of 
new legislative proposals 
to 
deal with the situation. 
The 
President’s statement 
came less than 24 hours after 
Truman, in a rare public state­ 
ment issued from his Independ­ 
ence, Mo., home, hit at the high 
rates. 
“ If we persist in high interest 
rates,” Truman said, “the re­ 
sult could be a serious depres­ 
sion.” 
He said higher rates are an 
added burden on all govern­ 
ments —federal, state and local 
— and that “added Interest 
costs end up as a further tax oni 
the consumer.” 
He said a drastic rise in inter­ 
est rates “ only benefits the 
privileged few. There is yet 
time to remedy the situation.” 
House Speaker John W. Mc­ 
Cormack sided with Truman. 
Asked at a news conference 
about Truman’s statement, the 
speaker said “ I agree with 
him.” 
Democratic Sen. Stephen M. 
Young of Ohio said the country 
should heed Truman’s warning. 
Democratic Rep. Wright Pat* 
man of Texas, chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, took 
the House floor to praise Tru­ 
man’s statement. 
In the wake of the flurry of 
statements, the House Rules 
Committee considers today a 
bill that could bring the interest 
rate issue before the House. 
The measure would only seta

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
touchy issue of spiraling inter­ 
est rates has triggered a top­ 
level disagreement in the Dem­ 
ocratic party, with President 
Johnson 
challenging 
form er 
President Harry S. Truman’s 
warning that the high rates 
could bring on a depression. 
Johnson said he shares Tru­ 
man's 
concern 
about 
the 
mounting rates. 
“ However,” he added, “ I can­ 
not agree with President Tru­ 
man that our economy is in dan­ 
ger of recession or 
depres­ 
sion.” 
The President contended the 
tight money supply mainly re­ 
flects “the extrem e buoyance of 
our economy and the resulting 
very sharp rise in the demand 
for credit.” 
In a statement issued from his 
Texas ranch, the President said 
Monday: “ These are symptoms 
of strength, not weakness.” 
But, the President said, “ we 
need to find better ways to re­ 
strain inflationary pressures 
than by resorting m erely to the 
high interest rates we have been 
witnessing.” 
This comment prompted some 
members of Congress to say 
privately 
that the President 
may be beginning to think of 
new legislative proposals 
to 
deal with the situation. 
The 
President’s statement 
came less than 24 hours after 
Truman, in a rare public state­ 
ment issued from his Independ­ 
ence, Mo., home, hit at the high 
rates. 
“ If we persist in high interest 
rates,” Truman said, “ the re­ 
sult could be a serious depres­ 
sion.” 
He said higher rates are an 
added burden on all govern­ 
ments — federal, state and local 
— and that “added interest 
costs end up as a further tax on i 
the consumer.” 
He said a drastic rise in inter­ 
est rates “ only benefits the 
privileged few. There is yet 
time to remedy the situation.” 
House Speaker John W. Mc­ 
Cormack sided with Truman. 
Asked at a news conference 
about Truman’s statem ent, the 
speaker said “ I agree with 
him.” 
Democratic Sen. Stephen M. 
Young of Ohio said the country 
should heed Truman’s warning. 
Democratic Rep. Wright Pat- 
man of Texas, chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, took 
the House floor to praise Tru­ 
man’s statem ent. 
In the wake of the flurry of 
statem ents, the House Rules 
Committee considers today a 
bill that could bring the interest 
rate issue before the House.

GOVERNMENT PROVIDING TWO 
IN 7 NEW JOBS 
Two in every seven new jobs opening up in 
Missouri during the past year are government 
jobs, Tax Foundation, Inc. said today in a look 
at the Federal government’s latest employment 
statistics. 
Employment (non-farm) in Missouri increased 
by 61,200 to a 1,519,600 total between May 
1965 
and May 1966, according to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Of this increase, Federal, 
State and local employment accounted for 17,- 
900 bringing total government employment in the 
State to nearly 240,000. 
Missouri had 61,300 Federal employees and 
162,600 state and local employees in 1965. 
that means about one out of six non-farm em­ 
ployees in Missouri is on a government pay­ 
roll, Tax Foundation said. 
Nationally, about one employee in six is now- 
working for government. Total government em­ 
ployment in June was estimated at 10.8 mil­ 
lion, about one-sixth of total non-farm employ­ 
ment of 64 million, Tax Foundation said. 
The number of government employees has just 
about doubled since 1947, and has increased by 
more than 3 1/2 million or about 50 percent 
in just the last 10 years. The U. S. population 
has increased about 13 percent in the same 10 
years, Tax Foundation noted. 
The increase in state and local employment 
has been most spectacular, rising from slightly 
more than 5 million in 1956 to the currently 
estimated 8.2 million. Federal civilian employ­ 
ment has increased by some 360,000 in the 
same time span to a current total around 2.6 
million. That reflects an increase of 192,000 
in the past fiscal year, a year for which the 
President’s original budget forecast an increase 
of only 27,000. His budget for the 1967 fiscal 
year anticipated an increase of 51,000, and the 
Civil Service Commission recently predicted a 
further increase of 100,000 in Federal employ­ 
ment by 1969. 
The F oundation noted that although the annual 
increases in Federal employment exceed the 
populations of some cities, they are, as Federal 
statisticians point out, comparatively modest 
when expressed as percentages of the huge total. 
The increase in Federal employment in the past 
I 10 years is about 16 percent. 
While much of the growth in government em­ 
ployment is due to population increase and 
movement, Tax Foundation said growing state 
and local payrolls are not unrelated to the 
growth of Federal aid programs. This aid to 
state and local governments has quadrupled 
from $3.1 billion in 1955 to an estimated $14.6 
billion in fiscal 1967. The “ aid” has not re­ 
duced state and local taxes which have more 
than doubled in the same period, the Founda­ 
tion said. State and local governments have 
had to “ staff up” both to qualify for and ad­ 


minister aid in highway construction, education, 
urban renewal, housing, water pollution control 
and poverty to name some of the 170 Federal 
aid programs now in effect. 
The research organization estimated the total 
cost of public payrolls — Federal, state and 
local — is running at about $5.3 billion per 
month, or $27 for every man, woman and child 
in the USA. In 1956 the total government month­ 
ly payroll was $2.5 billion, or $15 per capita.

The use of mind-destroying 
drugs is on the increase,espec­ 
ially among our young people. 
This is a trend that should give 
the deepest concern to all of us.

tion when it came to human 
loss. 
HIGHER 
DOCTORS' 
FEES? 


President 
Johnson 
has 
ordered an investigation 
of 
spiraling medical costs 
and 
the complaints that doctors, 
hospitals, and insurance com­ 
panies have taken advantage 
of the medicare program to pad 
their profits. 
Some elderly patients have 
complained that their doctor 
bills have gone up as high as 
300 per cent since medicare 
went into effect on July 1. 
Hospital 
charges 
also have 
spurted up as high as 10 to 
15 per cent. 
Rep. Joe Resnick, D-N. Yn 
has also repeated charges, first 
published in this column on 
August 17, that Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield in some states have 
siphoned off medicare benefits 
that rightfully should go to the 
old folks. He will call for a 
congressional investigation. 
Under medicare, the taxpay­ 
ers will pick up 80 per cent of 
the doctors' bills for patients 
aged 65 and over on bills above 
$50 a year and when the elder­ 
ly pay a $3 voluntary monthly 
premium. More than 17 mil­ 
lion have signed up, so this 
will amount to a large amount 
for the taxpayers. 
It should be noted that many 
young doctors and nurses are 
underpaid and one of the most 
important changes needed in 
the medical profession is suf­ 
ficient compensation for them. 
On the other hand, many of the 
older doctors who clamored 
loudest against medicare now 
are reported grabbing hardest 
for the benefits. 
Some of them, incidentally, 
are 
still 
seeking vengeance 
against congressmen who voted 
for medicare. 
DOCTOR'S PRIVATE LETTER 
Georgia's medical political 
action committee, for example, 
has called upon all the doctors 
on its polls to contribute mon­ 
ey to defeat Congressmen Phil 
Landrum and James MacKay 
for voting in favor of medi­ 
care.

Harold Wilson, he was head of 
the Transport Salaried Staff 
Assn., a union of white collar 
railway workers. 
Rolling strikes, though they 
cost these valiant Isles scores 
of millions of dollars, 
need 
no issue. They break out 
for 
any reason or none at all. 
Sometimes the stewards want 
to 
show 
they 
are activists. 
Sometimes they merely want to 
flex their muscles 
and run 
through 
a 
strike rehearal. 
Sometimes 
they manufacture 
grievances. 
They defy- their national union 
chiefs. Sometimes they 
are 
more powerful than the British 
counterpart of George Meanyor 
Walter Reuther, I. W. Abel 
and 
Jimmy Hoffe 
combined. 
This phenomenon appears main­ 
ly in the 
Midlands. Shop ste­ 
wards organize groups of stra­ 
tegic workers - 50 of them, 
or sometimes merely 10. Then 
they hit one department 
aftei 
another in a big plant. 
They 
collect funds. They hold kange- 
roo courts. They push those 


who won't go along. 
Or there are the incidents 
such as the refusal of a “panel- 
beater" in a Conventory auto 
shop to put up a partition. He 
refused, saying his job is to 
make car sides. There was a 
stoppage. Recently 
two men 
were told to repaint a car door. 
They refused. They were dis- 
ciplined. A long, costly strike 
ensued. 
Also, eight men tied up a big 
auto plant because one of their 
fellow workers was transferred 
to another department after he 
had broken a window. He lost 
no pay or seniority, but he just 
did 
not 
like 
being shifted. 
Neither did his friends. Their 
walkout threw 700 other men 
out of work and almost tied up 
two other factories. 
And then there is demarca­ 
tion - 
strict jurisdictional 
lines. One carpenter handles 
wood up to four inches thick. 
He 
is in one union. The chap 
who handles a thicker one is in 
another. Or there is the fellow 
who puts in four bolts. Another 
unionist handles metal plates 
which require more. 
There is the case of a rive­ 
ter who refused to hammer a 
nail. And there is the union 
which refuses to permit 
its 
people to work overtime 
on 
Sunday, though it is desperate­ 
ly needed. The union wants to 
spread the work onto the week­ 
days. 
There 
are 
hundreds 
of 
examples of overmanning: in­ 
dustries where each journey­ 
man must have a “ mate,” a 
helper, though the job requires 
only one man. 
Not each stoppage has been 
an unofficial rolling 
strike. 
One May 15, the National Union 
of Seamen, needled into action 
by militants, Trotskyites, some 
Communists and just plain am­ 
bitious men, started a 45-day 
strike. Some 60,000 Seafarers 
(and 40,000 Asian, West Afri­ 
can and West Indian seamen 
serving on United Kingdom ves­ 
sels who are 
not union mem­ 
bers) were affected. They man­ 
aged to paralyze some 1200 
ships. They struck for a pack­ 
age of 17 per cent. The owners 
had offered them 13 per cent. 
For four per cent they cost 
their nation over $100 million. 
The Labor party government 
was faced with bankruptcy 
if 
all these ancient labor rites con­ 
tinued. 
Productivity was frozen. 
So the Labor government de­ 
cided to freeze most everything 
else. It hoped that its own peo­ 
ple, the working people, would 
come in out of the old and use 
their energy to heat up an 
ancient land.

GOVERNMENT PROVIDING TWO 
IN 7 NEW JOBS 
Two in every seven new jobs opening up in 
M issouri during the past year are government 
jobs, Tax Foundation, Inc. said today in a look 
at the Federal government’s latest employment 
statistics. 
Employment (non-farm) in Missouri increased 
by 61,200 to a 1,519,600 total between May 
1965 
and May 1966, according to the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. Of this increase, Federal, 
State and local employment accounted for 17,— 
900 bringing total government employment in the 
State to nearly 240,000. 
Missouri had 61,300 Federal employees and 
162,600 state and local employees in 1965. 
that means about one out of six non-farm em ­ 
ployees in Missouri is on a government pay­ 
roll, Tax Foundation said. 
Nationally, about one employee in six is now 
working for government. Total government em ­ 
ployment in June was estimated at 10.8 m il­ 
lion, about one-sixth of total non-farm employ­ 
ment of 64 million, Tax Foundation said. 
The number of government employees has just 
about doubled since 1947, and has increased by 
more than 3 1/2 million or about 50 percent 
in just the last IO years. The U. S. population 
has increased about 13 percent in the same IO 
years, Tax Foundation noted. 
The increase in state and local employment 
has been most spectacular, rising from slightly 
more than 5 million in 1956 to the currently 
estimated 8.2 million. Federal civilian employ­ 
ment has increased by some 360,000 in the 
same time span to a current total around 2.6 
million. That reflects an increase of 192,000 
in the past fiscal year, a year for which the 
President’s original budget forecast an increase 
of only 27,000. His budget for the 1967 fiscal 
year anticipated an increase of 51,000, and the 
Civil Service Commission recently predicted a 
further increase of 100,000 in Federal employ­ 
ment by 1969. 
The I-oundation noted that although the annual 
increases in Federal employment exceed the 
populations of some cities, they are, as Federal 
statisticians point out, comparatively modest 
w hen expressed as percentages of the huge total. 
The increase in Federal employment in the past 
IO years is about 16 percent. 
While much of the growth in government em ­ 
ployment is due to population increase and 
movement, Tax Foundation said growing state 
and 
local payrolls are not unrelated to the 
growth of Federal aid programs. This aid to 
state and local governments has quadrupled 
from $3.1 billion in 1955 to an estimated $14.6 
billion in fiscal 1967. The “ aid” has not re­ 
duced state and local taxes which have more 
than doubled in the same period, the Founda­ 
tion said. State and local governments have 
had to “ staff up” both to qualify for and ad­ 


minister aid in highway construction, education, 
urban renewal, housing, water pollution control 
and poverty to name some of the 170 Federal 
aid programs now in effect. 
The research organization estimated the total 
cost of public payrolls — Federal, state and 
local — is running at about $5.3 billion per 
month, or $27 for every man, woman and child 
in the USA. In 1956 the total government month­ 
ly payroll was $2.5 billion, or $15 per capita.

RESERVE ANNIVERSAIRES 
Being an armed forces reservist is a little 
like being an understudy in a hit play—appre­ 
ciation com es only when disaster strikes. The 
Marine Corps Reserve and the Naval Air Re­ 
serve have ample reason to know this. Both 
were created on Aug. 29, 1916, roughly the mid­ 
point of World War I, and both will be cele­ 
brating their golden anniversaries as another, 
smaller war rages in Southeast Asia. 
The two reserve forces numbered only a 
handful of men when the United States entered 
World War I on April 6, 1917. By the end of 
the conflict, however, some 7,000 marine re­ 
servists had gone on active duty, distinguishing 
themselves 
at 
Aisne, Soissons, St. Mihiel, 
Meuse - Argonne, Chateau Thierry and Bel- 
leau Wood. 
The Naval Air Reserve Training Command, 
established in 1946, kept thousands of World 
War II pilots in a state of combat readiness. 
The training paid off during the Korean War, 
when 30,000 reserve pilots answered the call 
to duty. In 1961, around 3,800 naval air re­ 
servists were in the group called up in re­ 
sponse to the Berlin c ir sis. The Officer has 
written (July 1966) of these men: “ They fly on 
Sundays so others may worship in peace.”

Magnuson, D-Wash., pushed ob­ 
jections aside and at first as­ 
signed the hearings to able Sen.

Washington, Baltimore, Phil­ 
adelphia and New York. 
Suddenly for

plained reason Brewster be­ 
came uninterested.

DOCTORS* 
FEES? 


President 
Johnson 
has 
ordered an investigation 
of 
spiraling medical costs 
and 
the complaints that doctors, 
hospitals, and insurance com­ 
panies have taken advantage 
of the medicare program to pad 
their profits. 
Some elderly patients have 
complained that their doctor 
bills have gone up as high as 
300 per cent since medicare 
went into effect on July I. 
Hospital 
charges 
also have 
spurted up as high as IO to 
15 per cent. 
Rep. Joe Resnlck, D-N. \ \ 
has also repeated charges, first 
published in this column on 
August 17, that Blue C ross and 
Blue Shield In some states have 
siphoned off medicare benefits 
that rightfully should go to the 
old folks. He will call for a 
congressional Investigation. 
Under medicare, the taxpay­ 
ers will pick up 80 per cent of 
the doctors* bills for patients 
aged 65 and over on bills above 
$50 a year and when the elder­ 
ly pay a $3 voluntary monthly 
premium . More than 17 mil­ 
lion have signed up, so this 
will amount to a large amount 
for the taxpayers. 
It should be noted that many 
young doctors and nurses are 
underpaid and one of the most 
important changes needed in 
the medical profession is suf­ 
ficient compensation for them. 
On the other hand, many of the 
older doctors who clamored 
loudest against medicare now 
are reported grabbing hardest 
for the benefits. 
Some of them, incidentally, 
are 
still 
seeking vengeance 
against congressmen who voted 
for medicare. 
DOCTOR'S PRIVATE LETTER 
Georgia’s medical political 
action committee, for example, 
has called upon all the doctors 
on Its polls to contribute mon­ 
ey to defeat Congressmen Phil 
Landrum and Jam es MacKay 
for voting In favor of medi­ 
care. 
In a private letter to Georgia 
doctors, Dr. Hubert S. Alden, 
secretary • treasurer 
of 
GA MPAC, declared:

Sec­ 
retary of Labor Willard Wlrtz 
ok*d the first compromise set­ 
tlement, which the striking ma­ 
chinists rejected. And Assistant 
Labor Secretary James Rey­

worked so earnestly in

back rooms that both sides be­ 
came ungrateful. 
Ail three are dedicated pub­ 
lic servants, but when you are 
placed in the middle of

B ritish Unionists

L eaders, 
Slash Productivity, 
Almost Bankrupt 
their

tion. 
London: — Here the big play 
Is the pay pause- and 
the 
B ritish don’t find the freeze 
refreshing. 
Most of the grumbling 
is 
amongst 
the 
workers — the 
craftsm en and the organized 
rank and file — but even their 
own union leaders and the elo­ 
quent, harassed M inisters 
of 
State with whom I've just talked 
for many hours say this rank 
and file have no one but them­ 
selves to Wa me for this un­ 
precedented national freeze of 
Incomes. 
They’ve 
almost bankrupted 
their nation because they’ve 
clung to work practices which 
cam e In with Queen Victoria. 
They’ve been strike • happy. 
They’ve insisted on overman­ 
ning their industries. They’ve 
decided to cut In on the leisure 
class. They’ve clung to work 
jurisdictions which began un­ 
der gaslight. 
In other words, and Ameri­ 
ca should take note, they’ve 
hit their country with a na­ 
tional slowdown in productivi­ 
ty. 
Now it is costing them heavi­ 
ly. One of their follies hasbeen 
the instant grievance. From 
this came the unofficial rolling 
strik e. 
When I talked with Minister 
of Labor Ray Gunter, he called 
this phenomenon "the cu rse" 
of his country. 
It must be noted that 
Mr. 
Gunter Is a labor leader. Just 
before 
being named to 
the 
Cabinet 
by Prime 
Minister 
Harold Wilson, he was head of 
the Transport Salaried Staff 
A ssn., a union of white collar 
railway workers. 
Rolling strikes, though they 
cost these valiant Isles scores 
of millions of dollars, 
need 
no issue. They break out 
for 
any reason or none at all. 
Sometimes the stewards want 
to 
show 
they 
are activists. 
Sometimes they merely want to 
flex their muscles 
and run 
through 
a 
strike rehearsal. 
Sometimes 
they manufacture 
grievances. 
They defy their national union 
chiefs. Sometimes they 
are 
m ore powerful than the British 
counterpart of George Meany or 
W alter Reuther, I. W. Abel 
and 
Jimmy Hoffa 
combined. 
This phenomenon appears main­ 
ly In the 
Midlands. Shop ste­ 
wards organize groups of stra­ 
tegic workers - 50 of 
them, 
or sometimes merely IO. Then 
they hit one department 
afte: 
another in a big plant. 
They 
collect funds. They hold kange- 
roo courts. They push those 


who won’t go along. 
Or there are the incidents 
such as the refusal of a "panel- 
beater’’ In a Conventory auto 
shop to put up a partition. He 
refused, saying his job Is to 
make car sides. There was a 
stoppage. Recently 
two men 
were told to repaint a car door. 
They refused. They were dis­ 
ciplined. A long, costly strike 
ensued. 
Also, eight men tied up a big 
auto plant because one of their 
fellow workers was transferred 
to another department after he 
had broken a window. He lost 
no pay or seniority, but he just 
did 
not 
like 
being shifted. 
Neither did his friends. Their 
walkout threw 700 other men 
out of work and almost tied up 
two other factories. 
And then there is dem arca­ 
tion -• 
strict jurisdictional 
lines. One carpenter handles 
wood up to four inches thick. 
He 
is in one union. The chap 
who handles a thicker one is in 
another. Or there is the fellow 
who puts In four bolts. Another 
unionist handles metal plates 
which require more. 
There is the case of a rive­ 
ter who refused to hammer a 
nail. And there is the union 
which refuses to perm it 
its 
people to work overtime 
on 
Sunday, though it is desperate­ 
ly needed. The union wants to 
spread the work onto the week­ 
days. 
There 
are 
hundreds 
of 
examples of overmanning: in­ 
dustries where each journey­ 
man must have a "m ate," 
a 
helper, though the job requires 
only one man. 
Not each stoppage has been 
an unofficial rolling 
strike. 
One May 15, the National Union 
of Seamen, needled Into action 
by m ilitants, Trotskyites, some 
Communists and Just plain am ­ 
bitious men, started a 45«day 
strike. Some 60,000 Seafarers 
(and 40,000 Asian, West Afri­ 
can and West Indian seamen 
serving on United Kingdom ves­ 
sels who are 
not union mem­ 
bers) were affected. They man­ 
aged to paralyze some 1200 
ships. They struck for a pack­ 
age of 17 per cent. The owners 
had offered them 13 per cent. 
For four per cent they cost 
their nation over $100 million. 
The Labor party government 
was faced with bankruptcy 
if 
all these ancient labor rites con­ 
tinued. 
Productivity was frozen. 
So the Labor government de­ 
cided to freeze most everything 
else. It hoped that its own peo­ 
ple, the working people, would 
come in out of the old and use 
their energy to heat up an 
ancient land. Antiquity’s cul­ 
ture Is fine. But not on the pro­ 
duction line.

The Governor obviously was 
reacting to a report from the 
Com ptroller showing that the 
state could make up to $10 
million in taxes on betting and 
$20 million if the state owned 
the horse tracks. Hearnes said 
the report grew out of work on an 
advanced academic degree by a 
staff member in the com ptrol­ 
le r’s office.

overvalued in contemporary at­ 
titudes. The old picture of the 
spy - despicable if he is work­ 
ing for the other side, heroic 
if, like Nathan Hale or an FBI 
inform er, he is one of o u rs- 
whose machinations control the 
outcome of decisive battles or 
send thousands of soldiers to 
needless death, still dominates 
a complex 
of contemporary 
problems to which it has little 
relevance. The spy is probably 
the 
least 
significant 
of all 
figures involved in the great 
modern 
apparatus 
of intel­ 
ligence, counter - intelligence, 
and secrecy. Historically, he 
never, had half the importance 
attributed to him in myth and 
legend; today, when the 
real 
problem is not the detection of 
espionage but the sound formu­ 
lation of strategic and national 
policies, he can have very little.

Money Providing More 


uestions Than Answers 
Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Form er 
President Harry S. Truman has 
raised a question plaguing both 
the government monetary au­ 
thorities and the stock market: 
Will rising interest rates halt 
inflation or will they bring on a 
sharp deflation or even depres­ 
sion? 
So far, tight money has pro­ 
vided more questions than an­ 
sw ers. The few facts to date 
are: 
1. P rices have continued to 
climb even as interest rates 
soared to a 40-year high, and 
the pace of the price increases 
has increased; 
2. Demand for business and 
consumer loans and plans for 
business 
expansion 
continue 
high despite the rising cost of 
borrowing; 
3. Credit shortages have sent 
the home building industry into 
a tail spin and raised the cost to 
the consumer of many other 
purchases; 
4. The bears have had a neid 
day in the stock m arket, partly 
because of the fear of deflation 
of the boom, and partly because 
high interest rates have sent 
investors looking elsewhere for 
bigger returns on their money. 
To all this the money manag­ 
e rs reply that the effects of 
tighter money will become vis­ 
ible this fall and winter and 
that only then will the country 
realize that a runaway specu­ 
lative boom has been prevented. 
As president, Truman fought 
for low interest rates. And now 


he charges once again that “ a 
drastic rise in interest rates 
works a hardship on the con­ 
suming public. It only benefits 
the privileged few.** 
What the business community 
and members of Congress have 
been 
debating, 
however, is 
whether the sharp rise in inter­ 
est rates since last December 
has accomplished what it was 
supposed 
to: 
halt 
what ap­ 
peared to be the start of a spe­ 
culative boom. 
The stock market’s big plunge 
would seem to say that specula­ 
tion has been nipped. The unea­ 
siness in business circles about 
the outlook for the economy — 
and especially for profits — in 
1967 might seem to say that 
tight money was acting as a 
curb. 


But so far there has been only 
a moderation in the rate of the 
economy’s upswing. The growth 
still continues, with the third 
quarter of 1966 already consid­ 
ered to have seen a a s te r 
growth than the second, al­ 
though not as big a one as in the 
first three months of the year. 
Bankers say they are still un­ 
der great pressure for loans to 
business. And 
corporations 
have turned to other ways 
of 
raising money than bank loans 
.. such 
as issuing their own 
IOUs. 
Consumer 
demand 
for 
credit seems unabated, 
and 
consumer spending continues 
high as the total of personal 
income ries.

t h e f u n c t io n s o f 
in t e l l ig e n c e 
There can be no doubt that the 
true role of secrecy, espion­ 
age, counter • espionage, and 
Intelligence in contemporary in­ 
ternational relations is widely 
misunderstood 
and 
grossly 
overvalued in contemporary at­ 
titudes. The old picture of the 
spy - despicable if he is work­ 
ing for the other side, heroic 
lf, like Nathan Hale or an FBI 
inform er, he is one of ours— 
whose machinations control the 
outcome of decisive battles or 
send thousands of soldiers to 
needless death, still dominates 
a complex 
of 
contemporary 
problems to which it has little 
relevance. The spy is probably 
the 
least 
significant 
of all 
figures involved in the great 
modern 
apparatus 
of intel­ 
ligence, counter - intelligence, 
and secrecy. Historically, he 
never had half the importance 
attributed to him in myth and 
legend; today, when the 
real 
problem is not the detection of 
espionage but the sound formu­ 
lation of strategic and national 
policies, he can have very little. 
It seems impossible that a 
Judge who had any real under­ 
standing 
of the actual opera, 
tion of intelligence and espion­ 
age in the contemporary world 
could have sentenced the Rosen-

4. The bears have had a field 
day in the stock market, partly 
because of the fear of deflation 
of the boom, and partly because 
high Interest rates have sent 
investors looking elsewhere for 
bigger returns on their money. 
To all this the money manag­ 
e rs reply that the effects of 
tighter money will become vis­ 
ible this fall and winter and 
that only then will the country 
realize that a runaway specu­ 
lative boom has been prevented.
